Co-operative Selling Helps 
Seattle Used Car Market 


Seattle, Wash.. Nov. 20. — De- 
tails of the successful operation 
of the Northwest Used Car Mar- 
ket in Portland, a co-operative 
enterprise, were explained at the 
recent meeting of the Seattle Used 
Car Managers’ Association, held 
at the Olympic Hotel, and at- 
tended jointly by members of the 
Seattle Automobile Deaters’ As- 
sociation. 

This plan, sponsored by five lead- 
ing Portland dealers, has been an 
outstanding development in 
car marketing in the West 
1929, but its adoption in 
does not seem near at hand: 

Locally leading dealers have 
evolved their own trade names and 
selling organizations, so that a con- 
solidated market of this type would 
require a radical change in opera- 
tions. But in Portland, according to 
C. W. Wentworth of the Nash deal- 
ership in the Oregon City, the plan 
has been very successful

the most highly organized commercial activities. In modern 
business life a man goes just as far as he can by his own 
efforts. The “factory” can help him only by supplying him 
with a worthy preduct and by giving him such extraneous 
aids as its superior financial backing makes possible. The 


ultimate suecess or failure of the retail merchant is in his 
own hands. ; 
Naturally enough we are thinking of automotive mer- 


chants when we talk along this line. We have all met auto- 
mobile dealers who want to lean altogether too heavily on 
the factory. And by the same token we know factories which 
actually do lean too heavily on their dealers; in fact we have 
known some which actually stepped on their unfortunate 
merchants. There has not always been the nice balance that 
should exist between dealer independence and endeavor to 
solve his own problems and factory willingness to give the 













retail merchant a fair break. Any honest student of the 
automotive industry will admit that there are two sides. 
On the factory's side, the unbiased observer will admit 





that there has been overloading; that some sales executives. 
hard driven themselves probably, have demanded more of 
the dealer organization than it could efficiently perform. 
The result has been wild trading; 
of any reasonable proportion to their actual resale value; 
the inevitable piling up of sales without profit. 

On the y Bw side there has been a tendency in many 
cases to neglect the extraction of possible profits from his 
business. How many dealers whom most of us have met 
bewailed the fact that they had to carry on a 
department at a loss, simply as a convenience for their cus- 
tomers? How many dealers have we met who have con- 
sidered their parts business a useless tying-up of capital. 
with no dividends in return? How many dealers have we 
met who have altogether ignored the possibility of making 
a profit from the sales of accessories and equipment? 

The truth is that the automobile dealer ought to consider 
himself a merchant of transportation. If he chooses to hold 
himself simply a seller of new cars and a “good riddancer’ 
of used cars, he is neglecting a large part of 
Jetting slip a generous share of his potential profits. 
net wholly fit for his job and, 
is not going to survive. 

It is generally agreed that production during 1930 
will be less than that of 1929. The average dealer wil! 
have fewer vehicle units to sell. He will probably make 
more money per sale than he did this year, but there will 
as usual, be plenty of competition. 
on concentrating all his attention on new-ear sales in 
1930 is missing a real chance for profit. The service, 
replacement and accessory business in 1930 is going to 
be better than it has been in a Jong time. The dealer 
fit to survive is going to make sure of his dividends from 
that branch of his business.

To Customers in 


Good Standing

PROCEEDING on the pian of 
letting their own business ex- 

perience, instead of the views of 
others in the same line, continue 
to act as their teacher, J. Baker 

Taylor and H. V. Taylor, respec- 
tively president and _  secretary- 
treasurer of the Taylor Auto 
Supply Company, wholesalers of 
automobile supplies and _ shop 
equipment, Wilmington, Del., are 
doing some things a bit aside from 
the beaten track. 

For example, should a customer in 
good credit standing desire to se- 
lect and remove to his own place of 
business some hand tool, or piece 
of garage or shop equipment. in or- 
der to try it out, he would be en- 
tirely welcome to do so. Not only 
that, but he would be permitted to 


keep it for thirty days and no 
charge would be made against him 
for the accommodation even if at 


the end of that time he were to de- 
cide he did not want it. Positively, 
however, a customer must stand 
well on the company's books before 
such a concession is made 

The outside salesmen, 
there are five, collect 
owing to the house from 


of whom 
the money 
their own 


individual accounts and a money 
prize is awarded monthly to the 
salesman who has collected the 


largest sum in this way for the pe- 
riod. Regulated by the prosperity of 


the company during the year, the 
salesmen receive a bonus at the 
close of the twelve months. They 
are paid, however, on a straight 


salary basis. 

The collection system wherein the 
salesmen figure, is as follows: 

When starting out to collect from 
his accounts, the salesman takes 
with him duplicate copies of the| 
statements sent to these accounts in | 
advance of his trip; also as many | 
individual slips as there are ac- 
counts to collect, each slip bearing 
the name of a customer and the 
amount that he owes. The triplicate 
copy of the statement is retained in 
the company office. When a cus- 
tomer pays cash, or gives a check to 
the salesman covering his account, 
the salesman forwards it to the, 
company with the individual slip 
for this customer. 

These slips, coming in from sales- 


men, showing payments either in 
full, or in part, are taken by the 
bookkeeper and the data transferred 
to a new total sheet. 

The outside salesmen call- on 
their customers every two weeks. 
The territory takes in the state 


of Delaware, southern New Jersey 
and the eastern shore of Mary- 
land. This frequency of contact 
with customers and prospects is 
followed up by letters mailed out 
from time to time, suggesting of- 
ferings in merchandise in which 
the prospect may be easily inter- 
ested. The customers are large- 
ly divided among retailers of ac- 
cessories and equipment, garage 
owners and service station opera- 
tors.

Nov. 20.—The longer 
the purchaser is given to pay 
for a passenger car or truck the 
less chance the automobile dealer 
or finance company has of col- 
lecting in full, according to fig- 
ures compiled by the National 
Association of Finance Companies 
and presented at the annual con- 
vention, which closed here today.
